For the Explaining wheceof, fuch Gentlemen as do 
not yet know it, may by this be informed, that in the Spaniſh Dominion , whence - 
moſt of the Gold and Silver does come, and where for that Reaſon the Proportion 
in value is originally ſet, and muſt chrough the re{t of the World be allowed, is as 
IG to 1, and fo 4 Guinea's coined at 20 5. each, ( as they are in this Kingdom ) 
comes to 4 /. : 

Sixteen Crowns coin'd at f s. each comes to 47. 

So 16 Crowns is equal to 4 Guinea's. 

Now ſuppoſe 4 Guinea's coin'd of the ſame weight they now are, ſhould by Au. 
thority be reckon'd at x /. 4.5. apiece, they come to 4 /. 16 5. | 

Sixteen Crowns coin'd at f s. if made by Authority co paſs for 6 s. then 16 
Crowns comes to 4 /. 16 s. | 
Which makes the Par equal betwixt Silver and Gold, which always will have, 
| as it ever has had for convenience 18 4. or 2 5. ſtill running upon it, fo Guinea's as 
aforeſaid, ſet at 24 s. will have the Currency of 2x s. 6 4. or 26 5.

And as to the Reaſons (*tis confeſſed ) that have been ſtrongly urged to the 
contrary, they are to be anſwer'd by common Convenience, and the word Neceſſity, 
againſt which no Law ever did or ought at any. time at all to prevail.

Note, Tooooo |. this way pays 1200001. qt preſent, of which the Publick will 
have the Advantage, and if at any time hereafter ir ſhould be foynd needful to Re. 
duce the ſame Crowns to F s. again, *twill be then but paying 12 d. apiece to eve- 
ry Perſon poſſeſt of ſuch Crowns of which the Publick as had the uſe in the mean 
time, fo it may the better by the Publick be repaid. And note alſo, The Re-pay- 
ment of the Shilling ſo to be hoped for on the Crowns, will hinder theic either be- 
ing melted down or Exported, it being to be loſt if chey be.;
